sibility.

Estimates Reduced.

Employ Motor Boats. 


A daring robebry was thwarted to-

saving boats were in the flooded dis- 
trict early today and by tonight it was 
hoped relief would be extended to all 
Hood victims that were still alive. No 
effort was being mae to take out any 
bodies, the first care being to provide 
help for the living. The boats began

showed the alleged assay value of the 
ore.

was named as the owner of the prop- 
erty.

sents a felt mill at Piq.ua, which he 
supposes is under water, but, he is 
unable to hear from 
the 
company. 


He stated that all of the paper mills 
a're situated low in the valley and the 
water is bound to swamp them. 
The 


mills former Senator Albert Bever- 
idge.owns are the lowest in Dayton, 
lieing surrounded by dikes, and Hitch- 
cock believes it was impossible for 
them to,escape the worst of the rush- 
ing water.

To cross a railway bridge 
thirty 


minutes before it was swept away was 
the thrilling experience of two Janes- 
ville people, Mr. and .Mrs.-J. P. Cullen 
who returned to 
this city at nine 


o'clock 
Wednesday 
evening 
from 


Washington, D. C. This incident oc- 
curred at Defiance, Oho, where 
the 


Baltimore & Ohio Railway crosses the 
Maumee River. Just before the train 
arrived at that place word was re: 
ceived .that the light and power com- 
pany's dam above the city had given 
out due -to the pressure of the high 
water." As this was a considerable dis- 
tance away it was deemed safe for the 
train to proceed 
and it cautiously 


crossed the bridge 
over the 
river, 


which at that time was 
nine feet 


feet above the highest previous re- 
cord and almost mp to 
the bridge 


stringers. Two tracks on the embank- 
ment that formed the approach 
had 


ben swept undermined, and upon the 
embankment were hundreds of men 
women and children, some of whon 
had doubtless been driven from thei 
homes. 
Not half an hour after the 


train had crossed the bridge, word wat 
received that it had been swept away 


Floods delayed the arrival of the 


train at Chicago by nine hours ant 
made it necessary for it to take 
round-about route because large sec 
tions of the Baltimore & Ohio tracks 
had been washed out or rendered un 
safe. Mr. and Mrs. Cullen left Wash 
ington at 1:30 o'clock Tuesday after 
noon, but nothing was learned of the 
flood until Pittsburgh 
was reached 


There was no traffic between that city 
and Chicago Junction 
because 
the 


tracks were tinder water. From Pitts 
burgh to Cleveland the train passed 
over the Pennsylvania 
tracks, then 


over the Nickle Plate right of way to 
Lorraine, Ohio, and to Kiraball, Ohio 
where it reached 
the Baltimore & 


Ohio line.. 


The first signs of the floods were 


seen at Tiffin, Ohio, and from thai 
place to Defiance, the train skirtet 
the northern border of the 
inundatet 


region. At Tiffin the water was rush- 
ing .through the business streets ot 
the city four.or five feet deep, and 
the river was a raging torren in which 
no boat could be handled. Fifty lives 
are reported lost at this place. 


Conditions at

As Possible and Makes 


Further Appeal.

Chns. E. Moore in a statement to the 
Gazette today stated .that he wished 
to call the attention o£ the farmers 
tit Rock county to the importance and 
need of -using the road drag on the 
highways during the spring. 
In re- 


gard to the condition of the roads -at 
this time Mr. 3'oore said: 
"There -never was a time when all 


roads were cut up more than they are 
now, and.there never was a time when 
the road or split-log drag could be of 
greater service, or better demonstrate 
' what it can do. Consequently 'I have 
»ent out notices to the township chair- 
men' and wish, to make an appeal to 
fanners .generally, that 
they may 
spare a little time or induce others 
to take time to drag the roads thor- 
oughly, -before the work begins in the 
fields 
"A little time spent going up and 


down the highways this . spring with 
a team and drag just at the time that 
the roads begin to settle, will accom- 
plish more in dressing down and re- 
crowing than might be accomplished 
•with a grader and several teams at a 
later time when the road bed is dry 
and hard. Besides this about the only 
time that the farmers has any time to 
spare tor road work, and a good drag- 
ging for both the county highways and 
-others now included 
in the system 


•will do wonders toward putting them 
into condition for the whole season.' 


Mr. Moore stated that it was his de 
sire that this work should be done in 
every community as soon as possible 
and "on all roads. In regard to the 
county highways 
the 
commissioner 


•will see that proper compensation 
is 


made for such services on the presen 
Ution of the bills, and town chair 
nien and road, overseers are expected 
to look out for all highways not in the 
county system. 
"The purpose of the good road move 


jnent." said Mr. Moore, "is not merely 
the building of a few pieces of good 
-permanent road, but to make all high 
•ways as good as 
the circumstances 


wifl permit. To this end I wish to 
appeal to public spirit and self inter 
est of all to co-operate in this under 
taking confident as I am that the 
use of the road drags in this time o 
special need will bring them in sucl 
favor that there will be no hesitatior 
as to their future use.

Recipes For Finnan Haddie. 


Most fish dishes are very acceptable 


in the spring, but particularly the salt 
fish, ilt is appetizing, and many peo- 
ple have a natural craving for salty 
food dormg-the early spring months. 
The first preparation is to return to 
the. fish the moisture which has been 
lost in the drying or curing. 
Soaking 


flesh side down 
all 
night 
in just 


enough milk or water to be taken into 
it is good. 
Then boil as if fresh or 


parboil in milk or water for five min- 
tites and then broil. 


Baked Finnan Haddie. 


Parboil the fish, that is. allow the 


water over the fish to come slowly 
to a boil. Turn off the water and re- 
move the skin. Place the fish in 
a 


greased baking dish and cook slowly 
.twenty minutes, basting occasionally 
with melted butter or cream. Remove 
to a hot platter, squeeze over it a little 
lemon juice and shake over a good 
dash of paprika and serve. 


Creamed Finnan Haddie. 


Materials—Haddie. I cup: hot milk, 


.3% cups: 2 teaspoons; flour, 2 tea- 
spoons; paprika. 


Utensils—Double boiler, measuring 


cup. tablespoon, sauce pan. 


Put the flour, dry, into the sauce 


pan over the fire and stir continually 
until a rich even brown. 
.Add the but- 


ter and rub smooth. Gradually add 
the hot milk, stirring all the time un- 
til it thickens. Turn all back into the 
double boiler, where the milk 
was 


heated, and add the haddie, which has 
been cut in small pieces. Cover and 
cook five or ten minutes. 
A rolk of 


egg well beaten adds both 
to food 


value and taste. 
Stir this in 
well 


when ready to serve. 


Boiled Finnan Haddie. 


Place fish in boiling water and sim- 


mer with a slice of lemon and a small 
bay leaf for fifteen minutes. 
Remove 


the skin and place in a hot dish, pour 
over a rich cream sauce with chopped 
parsley or drawn butter. 


Haddie Salad. 


Haddie may be chopped very fine 


with a little Spanish onion, arranged 
on lettuce and served with a French 
or cooked dressing. 


Fish Balls. 


Materials—Haddie, 
11. cup; mashed, 


potatoes, 2 cups; butter, 1 teaspoon; 
eggs, 1; pepper. 


Utensils—Sauce pan, masher, 
egg 


beater, frying basket. 


Boil and mash potatoes and beat 


until very light with butter and pep- 
per. 
Parboil haddie five minutes; dry 


chop very fine and well with 
the 


potatoes and the beaten 
egg last. 


Form into balls, dip in bread or crack- 
er crumbs and put about, six into the 
frying basket and fry about one min- 
ute in deep hot fat. They may 
be 


sauted in a little butter and other fat 
in a, spider, if preferred. 


Finnan Haddie au Gratin. 


This fish may be prepared the same 


as for creamed 
finnan haddie with 


the addition 
of % cup of 
grated 


cheese. 
Turn into ramekins, sprinkle 


with cheese, bread crumbs and a little 
melted butter and bake until brown 
on the top. 


WAYS OF SERVING THE OYSTER. 


Before the oyster is out of market,

Oysters a la Gordon. — Bring a cup

In 
answering these questions the Chris- 
tlmh afforded tin opportunity of stat- 
ing the facts of the Christian faith. 
f rst, the Communion commemo- 


rates a fact of history. One can take 
boat or train and soon arrive at Cal- 
vary. 
He may climb this hill and 


reach Us summit where once stood 
the.cross on which Jesus Christ died. 
No Intelligent person will deny the 
historicity of the fact 
of 
Christ's 


death. 


Second, the Communion is a fact ol 


Christian faith. True, Jesus died, but 
•what did' he die for? Here Christian 
faith declares itself by answering, "He 
died for- our sins." The question of 
sin must be dealt with, its debt must 
be paid, the divine wrath against it 
must be appeased, some ground must 
be found upon which a righteous God 
may deal In mercy and pardon with 
sinful man. 
The Communion table

Powell was alright, but was out, so 
I didn't talk to him. Downtown wasn't 
touched at all. The eleltric lights are 
all out over town. They can't turn 
on tile power on account of all the 
wires down.
